RECENT wire from Supt. Norton, sent at our re- 
A quest, advises that Princess Della 4th, owned by 

J. B. Jones, Romeo, Mich., has finished her year 
with 909.4 lbs. fat, or 1,136.8 lbs. butter, from 27,242.7 lbs. 
milk. She, being a daughter of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mer- 
cedes 37th, breaks the tie that has existed between this 
sire and Ormsby Korndyke Lad for number of 1,000-lb. 
daughters, giving him a total of 22 daughters above 800 
lbs. fat. We had supposed that this set a new mark for 
all breeds, but have just learned that this figure is equalled 
by the Jersey, Pogis 99th of Hood Farm, who also has 
twenty-two such daughters. 

Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th accordingly leads 
his breed and ties for first place over all breeds with 
twenty-two 1,000-lb. daughters. These twenty-two daugh- 
ters have together made twenty-nine records above 800 
lbs. fat, in which respect he is exceeded again by Pogis 
99th of Hood Farm but by no other sire. Sir P. O. M. 
37th has fifty daughters with records averaging over 800 
lbs. fat, beating all other sires of all breeds. According 
to Lynn Copeland of the American Jersey Cattle Club, the 
fifty best record daughters of “Pogis 99th” average 789.01 
lbs. fat. Other sires of our breed having fifty daughters 
with records averaging over 700 lbs. fat are Ormsby 

Korndyke Lad with an average of 765 lbs. fat, Matador

Segis Walker (730 lbs.), Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 
(724 lbs.) and King of the Ormsbys (722 lbs.), the last 
two being, respectively, sire and full brother of “37th.” 

Only two sires of any breed have a longer list of 
daughters above 600 lbs. fat than has Sir P. O. M. 37th 
with 47 such daughters. Pogis 99th of Hood Farm leads 
with 58, and King of the Ormsbys comes second with 51. 
These 47 daughters of “37th”, however, have together 
made 71 records above 600 lbs. fat and averaging over 
800 lbs. fat. Our Jersey friend exceeds this number of 
records above 600 lbs. fat, but does not equal the average 
of over 800 lbs. fat for the best 71 of these records. The 
entire list of 61 A. R. S. O. daughters of “37th” average 
over 750 lbs. fat, which is a world’s record average for 
entire list, considering only sires of 25 or more tested 
daughters. The daughters of “37th” have together made 
twenty-nine records above 800 lbs. fat, and here again he 
has to yield to Pogis 99th of Hood Farm, whose daughters 
have made thirty-two records above this figure. 

As a sire of daughters above 1,000 lbs. fat, Sir P. O. M. 
37th stands supreme over all breeds, having five such 
daughters, one of them being a 1,000-lb. fat repeater. His 
sire, Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes, is tied for second 
place with Dutchland Pietertje Sir Aaggie, each of them 
having four 1,000-lb. fat daughters, none of them repeaters.

Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th, then, has more 
daughters above 1,000 lbs. fat (5) than any other sire of 
any breed. He has more daughters above 1,200 lbs. butter 
(10) than any other sire of any breed. He has more 
daughters above 1,100 lbs. butter (17) than any other 
sire of any breed. And he has more daughters above 
1,000 lbs. butter (22) than any other sire of the breed 
and aS many as any other sire of any breed. He has 
more daughters averaging over 1,000 lbs. butter (50) than 
any other sire of any breed. His daughters have made 
more 1,000-lb. butter records (29) than those of any other 
sire of the breed, this number exceeded only by Pogis 99th 
of Hood Farm. His daughters have made more records av- 
eraging over 1,000 lbs. butter (71) than those of any other 
sire of any breed. And his entire list of 61 A. R. S. O. 
daughters average higher (751 lbs. fat) than the entire 
list of any other sire with more than 25 long-time tested 
daughters. 

It is interesting to note that twenty two-year-old daugh- 
ters of “37th” have made records averaging 837.9 lbs. 
butter from 18,861.2 lbs. milk. This is also believed to be 
a world’s record over all breeds. Of these twenty daugh- 
ters, eleven later increased their two-year-old records, one 
becoming the U. S. champion 1,607-lb. cow; another the 
youngest three times 1,000-lb. cow, with records up to 
over 1,200 lbs.; another the American Champion 1,327-lb. 
senior three-year-old; another a 1,210-lb. cow: another a 
twice 1,100-lb. cow and four others making records from 
1,000 to 1,300 lbs. butter as they developed. 

The sons of Sir P. O. M. 37th are also proving to be 
outstanding sires of production. Four different sons of 
this sire have daughters above 1,000 lbs. fat, a showing 
that is duplicated by only one other sire, Pontiac Korn- 
dyke, with five such sons. It is perhaps worthy of men-

tion that these four sons of “37th” with 1,000-lb. fat daugh- 
ters are from four different dams. These sons are Pie- 
tertje Ormsby Mercedes Della, Sir Pietertje Ormsby Piebe, 
Sir Bess Pietertje Piebe and Sir Bess Ormsby Lass. An- 
other outstanding son is Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes, with four 
1,000-lb. daughters, two of them above 1,200 lbs. butter 
and famous as a sire of prize winners. Eight other song 
of “37th” have one or more daughters above 1,000 Ibs. 
butter, the thirteen sons being from eleven different dams. 
These thirteen sons together have sired nineteen 1,000-lb, 
daughters; and he also has three maternal granddaugh- 
ters above 1,000 lbs. butter, giving him a total of twenty- 
two 1,000-lb. granddaughters, exactly the same as the 
number of his 1,000-lb. daughters. 

Something less than six years ago, at the time of the 
death of Sir P. O. M. 37th in the foot and mouth epidemic 
in California, I had the pleasure of preparing a story of 
the life of this sire, then twelve years old. During the 
twelve years of his life, he sired twelve 1,000-lb. daugh- 
ters of which eight had over 25,000 lbs. milk. During the 
less than six years following his death, his list increased 
to twenty-two 1,000-lb. daughters, of which sixteen have 
over 25,000 lbs. milk. In 1924 he had two daughters above 


1,000 lbs. fat. Now he has five—more than double the 
former figure. It was shortly after his death in California 
that the Erickson herd in Wisconsin was dispersed, the 


herd in which most of his breeding life was spent. It is 
to say the least unusual to see a sire make such progress 
after his death and after the dispersal of the herd in 
which he made his reputation. 

The Ericksons made 1,000-lb. records on ten of the 
daughters of this sire, two others being developed in 
neighboring herds in Wisconsin during the same period. 
Since that time nine other breeders have made 1,000-lb.

records on daughters of “37th”. The twelve breeders that 
have made 1,000-lb. records on 37th daughters are located 
in six different states and Canada. 

Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th was bred by E. C. 
Schroeder and was born on his farm at Moorhead, Minn., 
December 22, 1912. He was the second calf dropped by 
Spring Brook Bess Burke 2d and was sired by Sir Pieter- 
tie Ormsby Mercedes, the Schroeder herd sire. His first 
two years of service were wasted in a grade herd in South 
Dakota, after which Schroeder repurchased him and sold 
a half interest in him to John Erickson, Waupaca, Wis. 

After six years of service in the Erickson herd, during 
which time he sired a large percentage of his greatest 
record daughters, Mr. Schroeder repurchased the Erick- 
son interest and sold a breeding interest to his neighbors, 
T. H. Skrei and O. J. Grover, following which he had a 
limited amount of service. When the Schroeder herd was 
moved to California, “37th’ went along and was later sold 
to Fred Hartsook, where he was in service when the Hart- 
sook herd was slaughtered in the epidemic. With him, 
of course, were slaughtered all of his calves in the Hart- 
sook herd and all of the Hartsook cows that were then 
carrying calves by him, thus practically wiping out the 
last year or so of his life work. His last daughter to be 
registered was born January 17, 1924 and we find that 
only six daughters were registered as born to his services 
during 1923. 


He has probably upwards of twenty-five daughters still 


living, quite a number of which are considered good 
1,000-lb. prospects. Six of them are owned by Baker 
Farm, Rockingham, N. H., including a 1,233-lb. cow, a 


1,061-lb. cow, a 938-lb. three-year-old and three undeveloped 
mature cows purchased during the past year. Femco 
Farms,. Breckenridge, Minn., have four of his daughters,

The Lakefield people have two of her sons 
in service.

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Preferent Bulls in Friesland 
By I. G. J. Van den Bosch, former Chief Inspector Netherland Herd Book Association 


HE FRIESIAN HERD BOOK ASSOCIATION makes 
T every year a thorough survey of the progeny of bulls, 

who, by the number of their offspring, exercise a 
great influence on the cattle in the Province of Friesland. 
For this investigation, the owners of the bulls send in their 
application, whereas the Herd Book decides from the data 
furnished by the Herd Book, which bulls are worth test- 
ing for the said purpose. As a rule a preliminary test is 
made at the age of 4 years and if necessary the investiga- 
tion is repeated one or more times before arriving at a 
final decision. / 

The survey includes all the descendants of the bull 
with their mothers, the sons in regard to their conforma- 
tion, the daughters in regard to their conformation, 
(type) and their production. The comparison of the type 
takes place by a committee’s observing the descendants in 
the herd. The production records of the mother and their 
daughters are taken from the Herd Book. The result of 
the examination of the bulls is published. 

If a_ sufficient number of descendants with their 
mothers are available for comparison and if the bull shows 
that he has made a marked improvement on his progeny, 
then such a bull is entitled to be considered “Preferent”’. 
According to the degree of improvement the committee 
distinguishes: Preferent A and Preferent B, while the 
bull has been Preferent C before. Heretofore, 47 bulis out 
of the 1000 have been declared Preferent. By and by the 
requirements for this standard are increased in regard to 
the number of descendarts, their conformation and pro- 
duction. 


In the published reports are given, besides names, pedi- 
grees and milk records, a brief description of the bull’s 
conformation by which stress is laid upon the strong as 
well as upon the weak points. The transmission of butter- 
fat percentage is shown on a graphic chart. The vertical 
line in the chart shows the percentages of fat of the 
mother, the horizontal line the fat percentages of her 
daughters, and in that way the little square is found in 
which the dot for the fat percentage of mother and daugh- 
ters together, has to placed be. The squares in which the 
same fat percentage of the mother and her daughter meet 
are surrounded by heavier lines. The result is that, in 
case the daughters have a higher fat percentage than the 
mothers, the chart shows a greater accumulation at the 
lower right of the chart, in the reverse case at the upper 
left of the chart. In that way the chart shows at one 
glance if the bull has increased or lowered the fat per- 
centage. We give below an example of a report:

Brief description of the bull: The bull is of medium size, 
deep and broad, with a noble appearance. The head is fair 
(coarse), the loins are a little curved in and lacking mus- 
cularity, shoulders are a little steep and loose, the hind- 
quarter is extraordinarily broad, straight and square, the 
thighs and stifles extending considerably down, the legs 
are not too heavy but their position is correct.

acterized by a great uniformity and nobility by a suffi- 
ciently strong build, by good ribs and as a rule by well 
laid shoulders and beautiful toplines. The striking blemish 
of the father does not show itself in his daughters. Their 
hindquarters are broad and level, the thighs are well de- 
veloped, the position of the legs, although a little fine, is 
Square and firm, the udders well set and well developed. 
These animals, although not big, have better measure- 
ments than supposed, which indicates a good deal of 
symmetry. Also the female youngsters are early matured. 
We really have to boast of the daughters of this bull, not- 
withstanding it has to be taken in consideration that their 
mothers were of the best in the Province. However, the 
prepotency of this bull expresses itself strongly in the 
conformity of the progeny. If one looks for it, he can find 
fault with the head of some descendants and he will find 
once in a while the loins a little weak and the tailhead 
coarse. 

The amount of miik is fairly good (average of the two- 
year-olds 7150 lbs.) the average fat percentage being 3.45. 
The fat percentage of the mother is 3.42, so that there is 
a little improvement. At any rate, a good average fat per- 
centage has been maintained by the bull (dots evenly 
divided above and below the heavily drawn squares in the 
chart). 

We are not as well satisfied with the male progeny. 
In the first place, it must be remarked that a considerable 
number of the male progeny were sold when young and 
consequently could not be included, in our judgment, al- 
though we are well aware that they fetched big money 
and some of them were awarded prizes in foreign shows. 
What was left in the Province have the faults of the father 
without coming up to his good points (hindquarter). Gen- 
erally, the shoulder region lacks smoothness and the top 
is not sufficiently solid. The head is sometimes faulty 
(horns too much spread out, nose too straight), also the 
hindquarters are not perfect, the tail is set too high. How- 
ever, they are as a rule sufficiently deep and also the legs 
are strong and placed correctly. 

Although we could not refrain from our remarks about 
the. male progeny, one spe;ial circumstance has to be 
accounted for. A bull calf of a celebrated sire is kept, 
even if his standard is on the low side. The foreign buyer 
does not pick, of course, the worst ones, so that what is 
left does not represent a fair average. 

Although we should have liked it if some first class 
male descendants had been present, nevertheless we state 
that the performance of this bull marks him as a first 
class breeding animal, whose blood ought to be preserved.

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Selling Proven Bulls 


T an auction sale we recently attended, a five-year- 
A old sire of high record and popular backing was 
offered for sale. He was a nice-mannered fellow 
of evident dairy quality in conformation and surrounded 
by the usual guarantees as to sureness, ete. After much 
effort, the bull was finally struck off at a price around ten 
per cent of the figure that had been paid for him as a calf. 
In spite of all of the good advice our breeders are 
getting in the matter of greater use of proven sires, it 
seems to be as difficult as ever to sell these older bulls 
to any advantage when, for one reason or another, their 
owners find it necessary to make a change. 

The question at once arises as to where the fault lies. 
Are our breeders subject to criticism for lack of alertness 
in buying or bidding on these proven bulls when offered, 
or is there something wrong with the merchandizing 
methods of those who are offering such bulls for sale? 
We are very much of the opinion that in the latter alterna- 
tive lies the true explanation to a large extent. 

It does not suffice to make the mere statement in con- 
nection with a bull that is being offéred for sale, that 
he is a proven sire. The intelligent purchaser must know 
what it is that he has proven. Is the present owner dis- 
posing of him because he is really not satisfied with the 
promise or performance of the offspring? The present- 
day buyer demands more than a mere statement that such 
bulls are siring the right kind of daughters and are sold 
only to avoid inbreeding. When a bull of that class is 
sent away to an auction sale for disposal without any of 
his offspring accompanying him as proof of what he is 
doing or any pictures presented by which the prospective 
buyer can judge as to the quality of the offspring, a degree 
of skepticism is not to be wondered at. 

The way is open for breeders offering sires of proven 
merit to remedy this situation. When such bulls are 
offered at auction at a point where prospective buyers 
have no opportunity of inspecting the offspring, the pre- 
sentation of as many pictures of the offspring as possible, 
both in the catalog and in advance advertising, would 
seem to be an essential of sound merchandizing. The 
greater the proportion of the offspring that can be so 
pictured, the more effective it will be. The selling of a 
few of the offspring along with the sire is helpful but is 
not essential if sufficient pictures are used. 

Another effective method open to the breeder is avail- 
able through the Holstein-Friesian Association of America 
in their plan of Super Registration or Recognition of 
Proven Sires. For a moderate expense, owners of such 
sires, upon application to the Superintendent of Advanced 
Registry, may arrange for an inspector from the Associa- 
tion to come to the farm and classify all of the available 
daughters that have freshened, on the basis of their type. 
If the whole group of daughters thus inspected demon- 
strate satisfactory ability on the part of the sire, par- 
ticularly in comparison with the dams to which he has 
been mated, a Bronze Medal designation will be given. 
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Striking prepotency for breed improvement is designated 
by a Silver Medal award. No official records of production 
are required for either of these awards—merely a mini- 
mum of six daughters in milk. 

We know of no instance thus far where a sire thus 
distinguished has been offered for sale, but we are very 
much of the opinion that the fact of such designation as 
a Bronze or Silver Medal sire would be accepted by the 
buying public as satisfactory proof of the work the proven 
sire was doing, especially if figures could be produced 
along production lines for his daughters that were also 
satisfactory, and that such sires would be in eager de- 
mand at a far different level of prices than usually ob- 
tained for the older bulls offered at public auction. 

We have lately had occasion to advise a number of 
owners in the matter of disposing of their herd sires at 
a fair price and our advice has been to get an official 
rating from the Holstein-Friesian Association as a first 
step. We believe the advice is sound and here commend 
it to the attention and consideration of any of our readers 
who may have desirable proven bulls to place on the 
market. There are many such bulls in small breeders’ 
herds and in the past the complaint has been general 
as to the difficulty of placing these bulls elsewhere at 
better than beef prices and on that account a large pro- 
portion of the desirable sires of our breed have been 
sacrificed and had their years of service cut short to the 
great detriment of all concerned. The system of recog- 
nition of proven sires adopted by the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America was devised especially to help 
remedy this situation. We are somewhat disappointed 
in the comparatively small number of breeders in the 
class that would be most benefitted who have thus far 
taken advantage of this service. Full details may be had 
from Supt.

Munsell’s never-failing love for the Holstein cow urged 
him to take a prominent part wherever he could do good 
in her cause.

VIEW OF k. R. LASCELLES 
Sditor, Holstein-Friesian World:— 

In attempting to answer your request I shall confine 
my remarks to the situation as I see it in the West Cen- 
tral States and the intermountain region, since | feel 
more competent to speak of this region than of other sec- 
tions of the country. 

Prevailing high prices for butterfat over an extended 
period have induced a large number of farmers in this 
section to milk cows that have not milked before. I 
have noticed that in sections where the farmer is depend- 
ent on sour cream prices paid at local shipping stations 
operated by centralizers the price paid for this product 
has been very materially lower than the price paid for 
sweet cream and cream of a higher grade delivered to 
cooperative creameries directly for manufacture into a 
high class product. I have also noted that the quality 
of cream received at these stations is quite inferior. 
which doubtless accounts in large measure for the re- 
duced price paid for it, and I have further noticed that 
the quality of cows that have produced this lower grade 
of cream are also inferior as a general rule. In other 
words my observations have led to the conclusion on my 
part that the more unprofitable producers, or the so-called 
marginal producers, are contributing a very large portion 
of cream which is being sold at the lowest level of prices. 
With butterfat bringing the high level of prices that it 
has during the past few years, it has been possible for 
these marginal producers to yield a degree of profit, even 
though in truth it was a small profit. With the situation 
changed and butterfat bringing a materially lower price 
at these stations in outlying sections of the west it does 
not appear ‘possible to me for these operators to con- 
tinue to milk this lower grade of cattle, which in many 
instances are actually beef cattle instead of milk cattle, 
and make any profit from their operation whatsoever. 
Of course it may well be contended that they cannot 
do anything else profitably, but with the present exceed- 
ingly satisfactory outlook for hogs and the comparatively 
low price of corn it is reasonable to suppose that many of 
these men will turn to the production of pork on cheap 
lands that raise good corn and away from the milking of 
cows of an inferior type. 

When they do this, and if they do it, as it seems to 
me they must, they will be compelled to search for a 
higher producing strain of dairy cattle or go completely 
out of the dairy business. If the former, then the good 
purebred Holstein should be in an excellent position to 
demand the attention of this class of buyer, and he may 
be literally forced to buy a higher quality individual, per- 
haps not necessarily a purebred, and he may be forced 
to practice those teachings which extension workers have 
tried to teach him ever since the year one. While he 
may not necessarily buy purebreds, or while he may not 
necessarily interest himself in purebreds, if he demands 
a good grade of animal, this demand should, as I see it, 
reflect favorably on the market for purebred individuals 
of good quality. In a way it might be considered a chal- 
lenge to the purebred industry to provide profitable pure- 
breds and profitable grades which have been bred up 
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through the use of superior purebred sires. Certainly there 
appears to be no more hope for the breeder of scrub pure- 
breds than for the breeder of scrub grades since more 
than ever before the demand must be for profitable pro- 
ducers and not for long names. 

In this district there are several other factors that I 
would like to touch upon since you ask for this expres- 
sion. It is questionable in my mind whether butter should 
sell for more than 50 cents per pound considering the 
purchase price of the dollar as it is at present. It is 
quite generally known that the public is inclined to favor 
the use of so-called butter substitutes when butter sells 
in excess of 50 cents per pound and with good cows there 
is in reality, in my opinion, no need for it to sell for 
more than 50 cents so far as the producer is concerned. 
The cooperative creameries in Iowa and in other parts 
of the middle west are today paying a price that a few 
years ago would have been considered exceedingly satis- 
factory and there have been many breeders tell me that 
with present prices they are able to make a satisfactory 
return. This, of course, depends on the market that is 
available to them, and here these markets are certainly 
very different. Whole milk for condensery and city milk 
consumption has been affected somewhat by the reduced 
price paid for cream for butter manufacture, but the big 
break appears to be in more isolated places that depend 
on a sour cream market and station prices. Another fac- 
tor has been the increased consumption of oleomargarine, 
which has created a tremendous sentiment against the 
use of this product by dairymen in this section. The 
National Dairy Council and various other agencies have 
been very successful indeed in this section in creating 
a sentiment among farmers to use their own products 
and eat butter instead of oleomargarine, and whole towns 
have been persuaded that it is against their best inter- 
ests to feature oleomargarine and in some cases one can 
point to towns wherein not one pound of oleomargarine 
can now be obtained. The merchants in the smaller 
towns have been made to appreciate the significant fact 
that their own bread and butter—their very livelihood—is 
dependent upon the financial success of the dairy industry 
in their midst, and people who have previously given no 
thought to marketing of a product entirely alien from 
their own interests and manufactured largely from prod- 
ucts grown in tropical countries now realize the folly 
of furthering the sales on this substitute. I have been 
told that from 40% to 60% of the oleomargarine of the 
country is consumed by farmers, and it seems to me that 
where they have previously given no thought to the 
matter, they are now realizing the folly of buying over 
two pounds of oleo in order to secure less food value than 
could be obtained from one pound of butter for the same

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prices. I believe that this sentiment favoring the con- 
sumption of butter in the smaller towns of the west will 
have a marked influence on the future demand especially 
at prevailing lower prices. 

These are a few thoughts aside from those specifically 
mentioned in your editorial of February 15th. They are, 
I believe, powerful influences looking toward a most op- 
timistic view-of the future for good purebred Holsteins. 
Today the poorer the cow is the more is the evident need 
for good cows, and those who previously managed to de- 
rive a profit from milking poor cows can do so no longer. 
This results in a curtailment of production from these 
inferior cows and at the same time a demand for super- 
ior COWS. 

If anyone has ever ridden out through Kansas, Ne- 
braska and Colorado, and in the more sparsely settled 
sections of the great southwest during the flush season 
of the year, he realizes the immense amount of cream 
produced in that enormous section. Station after station 
is lined with cream cans piled high for distant shipment. 
It is, in my opinion, this particular phase of the business 
that is receiving the lowest prices paid for cream today 
that will be materially affected in the very near future.

NO REASON FOR FEAR 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World:— 

I see no reason to fear any marked decline in the prices 
of good purebred dairy cattle although the lower grades 
of purebreds and grades may fall some in price because 
there is always a surplus of any inferior product. The 
price of milk seems very likely to fall a little, due largely, 
I believe, to the sale of this product having fallen into 
the hands of several large concerns within the past two 
or three years whose interest will be best served by lower 
prices. As these concerns now practically control the 
retail market they are in a position to cause any change 
in milk prices that they desire. 

Lower milk prices can best be met by more efficient 
milk production per cow and as the only way to do this 
is the breeding of better cows I think that the market 
for purebred bulls will increase rather than decrease. Of 
course this will apply only to bulls of good breeding. The 
prices of the other kind of bulls will probably fall. 

The prices of Holsteins were pretty well deflated some 
years ago and since that time have never as an average, 
gone above their real value as milk producers. For this 
reason I do not think they will sell at materially lower 
prices although some of the other breeds who have lately 
experienced boom prices may have a little air let out to 
bring them in line with their real value as milk stock. 

I do not think it is for the best interest of our breed 
to have anyone stay in the: breeding business who takes 
fright at every small cloud. Cattle breeding is a long 
time affair and there is no room for the timid and easily 
scared. The only way to succeed is to stick to your par- 
ticular line year after year. The dairy business has been 
a good year after year business for a long time past and I 
expect it will for a long time to come. For my part I 
expect to continue to expand my herd as I have for the 
past few years and do not think that I will have any 
reason to regret such expansion.

THE NEBRASKA OUTLOOK 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

Your editorial in the February 15 issue of The World 
is interesting. I am inclined to believe that the recent 
lower prices of butterfat has acted as a four-wheel brake 
orn the ambition of many farmers to get into the dairy 
business and consequently the demand for the rather 
cemmon sort of dairy cows has slumped considerably. No 
doubt many farmers feel as one who expressed his views 
in words about like this, “There’s no use in pailing an 
old cow and separating the milk unless you can get forty 
cents a pound for the cream.” If the average farmer takes 
that attitude the overproduction of dairy products and the 
abnormal demand for commion cows will be cut down 
appreciably. 

Nebraska has enjoyed a tremendous development in 
dairying in the past few years. However, the agencies 
such as the dairy extension service and the Nebraska 
Dairy Development Society have consistently preached 
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fewer and better dairy cows. The number of D. H. I. as- 
sociations has increased 1400% in this state in the past 
five years. Naturally this has had a beneficial effect on 
the purebred Holstein business. It will spur more breed- 
ers to increase the production of their herd by the use 
of high record bulls and by closer culling. Farmers wish- 
ing to found a herd or small breeders wanting new blood 
are far more interested in the butterfat records of the 
animals they select than ever before. That is a signifi- 
cant thing and a bad sfgn for the breeder with a low 
producing herd who hopes to sell his purebred animals 
at a premium over grade animals merely because they 
are pure in breeding. But the breeder with a 400-pound 
herd is “sittin’ pretty.” His surplus young stock will be 
much sought after by the farmer, breeder and 4-H club 
member. The latter is one of the big factors and one that 
will continually become more important to the breeder who 
is so fortunate as to possess a truly topnotch herd. There 
is one consolation for the breeder who is overloaded with 
cows of the ordinary, low-producing sort—the packer will 
buy them at a fairly good figure.

It 
started all of us breeders to thinking of what we were 
going to do with our surplus stock in the future and it 
was brought to us more strongly by the statements put 
out by the Bureau of Agricultural Economics throughout 
our country, showing that there was a decided increase 
in the number of dairy cows during the year 1929 and a

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very large increase in the heifers saved in 1929 for future 
cows. These statistics showed that there would be a 
much larger increase in dairy products in 1930 if all of 
the dairy cows and heifers were saved for milk produc- 
tion, and that we had a much larger amount of butter in 
storage than a year ago. These two factors showed us 
that we must do two things—Teach People To Use More 
Dairy Products and Cull Out The Cows Closer. 

In a way I believe that this depression in butterfat 
prices and overproduction have been good for the dairy 
industry. With the price of beef what it is at this time, 
it will put upon the market a larger number of low pro- 
ducing cows. The average good breeder is not in the 
business for a day or a month or a year but figures his 
basic breeding on at least a ten-year period. He will 
not let a fluctuation or depression in butterfat prices 
change his breeding program to any great extent. But 
the small breeder with the herd of cows that has been 
helping to make a certain amount of our surplus the 
last few years, will hustle his cows to the market. It is 
going to help our Herd Improvement Associations, our 
Official Work, Semi-official, Selective Registration, etc., 
to a large extent. Every man that is a breeder and in 
the business for profit will get busy and do testing and 
keep only the cows that are paying producers and con- 
sequently increase the profits on his herd. I feel that 
the Holstein-Friesian Association is taking great strides 
in advancement through the different testing and selec- 
tive breeding plans that they have for improving the 
breed, and that this slump will not materially affect, for 
any length of time, the price of good dairy cows. 

We have been dormant on this “oleo” question, having 
been listening in on our radios to program after program 
advertising butter substitutes, for the last year or more, 
and reading their ads in all the daily papers and maga- 
zines. We didn’t realize what those ads were going to 
do to us in a short time, but now we see we must get 
busy, as a dairy industry, and concentrate our efforts 
through advertising mediums to counteract what has been 
done by manufacturers of butter substitutes and must 
educate the people to eat more butter. I am sure that if 
we will do this and be careful in selecting our heifers, 
cows and sires, that we cannot only improve our breed, 
but command prices for them equivalent to those re- 
ceived in the past, and show a good profit throughout. 

Then I would say—Stand Pat! Stick to the Good 
Producers! Get Behind Advertising Programs For Dairy 
Products!! And Here Is To A Brighter Outlook In The 
Future!

I realize that this is a drastic prophecy, but 
in discussing the situation at both recent sales, I am 
quite certain the general public has again regained con- 
fidence. You know that someone has said that we are 
living in a new age, and that the long cycles of rise and 
fall in the business conditions were at an end. Today 
the public is very quick to rally from a depression which 
is much in evidence, not only in the dairy business but 
all other business including the stock market, which is 
one of the outstanding factors.

THE BURLEY-DECLO BULL ASSOCIATION 


The Burley-Declo Holstein Bull Association of Cassia 
County, Idaho, is proof that bull associations can be con- 
ducted on a successful businesslike basis. This associa- 
tion was organized in April 1929, when they purchased 
seven very outstanding young bulls, costing approximately 
$3,000. The association was organized on the cow basis, 
that is the bulls being purchased on an equal cost per cow. 
The equal cost per cow basis of organization bull associa- 
tions is the only method of organization that has proven 
successful in Idaho and Utah, where the plan is being 
used very extensively. The method of organizing asso- 
ciations on the equal cost per block basis has proven to 
be entirely unsatisfactory. 

The directors of the association have held board meet- 
ings on the average of once each month since the date of 
organization. Someone might get the idea from this that 
seems like too many meetings. However, the members of 
the board have outlined a definite breeding program that 
will not only make Cassia County a Holstein center but

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HANSEN TO JUDGE AT NATIONAL 
At a meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the National Dairy Associa- 
tion, held February 20 in Chicago, 
Axel Hansen, Minneapolis, Minn., was 
again selected to judge the Holstein 
classes, starting on Thursday, October 
16. It was recommended by the 
Classification Committee, which met 
the same day, that an assistant or con- 
sulting judge be engaged for each 
breed, whose duties shall be to study 
each class and be prepared to consult 
with the official judge on the latter’s 
request, but to have no responsibility 
for any decisions. This committee also 
recommended the discontinuance of 
the grade cow classification; passed 
a resolution prohibiting ‘artificial fit- 
ting,’ recommended that the judging 
start each day at 10 A. M., the judging 
to be done in the same order as last 
year so that aged cows will be judged 
at 1 p. m. the second day. They also 
voted to change the name of the 
proven sire class to “Advanced Regis- 
try (or Register of Merit) Get of 
Sire.” All these recommendations were 
adopted by the Executive Committee. 

It was announced by F. W. A. 
Vesper that a new building for 4-H 
Club animals will be completed in 
time for the next National, thus re- 
lieving the congestion. Judging in 
this department will be on Tuesday, 
October 14. 

The Futurity Committee also met 
and made some changes in the rules, 
which will be announced later. Prof. 
H. H. Kildee was appointed chairman 
of this committee in place of the late 
W. W. Marsh. Fred K. Babson, River- 
side, Ill., takes Mr. Marsh’s place on 
the Executive Committee. 





GUERNSEY HERD TEST 

A Herd Test plan has just been 
adopted by the American Guernsey 
Cattle Club, making four of the lead- 
ing dairy breed organizations to adopt 
the Herd Test as a means of improv- 
ing production. The Guernsey plan 
differs from all the others in that no 
herd average will be figured or re- 
ported. All cows in the herd must be 
included in the test, but the certifi- 
cates will be individual certificates 
and will be issued only to cows meet- 
ing certain production requirements. 
The tests. will be made in conjunction 
with local cow testing associations 
and will be safeguarded by a 
system of surprise tests. A herd test 
without a herd average seems like 
something of a paradox as the herd 
average is a most valuable index of 
progress made from year to year. 





THE DOMESTIC DAIRY MARKETS 
SITUATION 
(February 1930) 

Reports from butter markets 
throughout practically all of February 
have indicated generally unsettled 
conditions and a more or less weak 
tone. Early in the month there was 
a brief period during which markets 
seemed to be on a more substantial 
basis, but this was short lived. At the 
time there were no positive facts sup- 
porting an improved situation, unless 
it was possibly a growing feeling that 
stocks of storage butter were in firm 
hands, and that owners of this butter 
were in a position to carry much of it 
over into the new producing season, 
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rather than sell at current prices, 

which development would naturally 

have aided in creating confidence. 
February price changes have been 


irregular, but some of this should. 


probably be regarded as a normal 
February tendency, and only part of 
it as due to the 1930 situation itself. 
Last year, February prices were fair- 
ly steady, but this was an exception 
rather than the rule. The principal 
feature of this year’s prices, therefore, 
is not so much their irregularity, as 
the fact that they are at a much lower 
level than preceding years. Only once 
during the past ten years did Feb- 
ruary prices approach those of this 
year, and that was in 1922 when the 
average for the month at New York 
was 37 cents, which was a higher 
average than can result this month, 
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since 37 cents is the highest price 
reached so far (February 27), and a 
low point of 34 cents has already been 
touched. What will occur during the 
month ahead remains to be seen for 
March prices in years past have aver- 
aged both above and below those of 
February. 

Production is exceedingly important 
at this time, since if the low butter 
prices which have prevailed for sev- 
eral months are to have any effect on 
production, this should be becoming 
apparent. The last estimate on total 
U. S. butter production covers Jan- 
uary, and shows an amount slightly 
less than January 1929. This may be 
the forerunner of a general change, 
since during all the late fall. and 
winter months changes compared

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Michigan Breeders Culling Herds 
With favorable beef prices, dairy- 
men who are testing their cows 
through dairy herd improvement asso- 
ciations are taking advantages of dis- 
posing of low producing animals. A 
total of 316 or 2% of the cows tested 
in January were sent to the butcher 
from 61 of the 90 Michigan herd im- 
provement associations reported by 
testers. At this rate more than 20% 
of the cows tested will be sent to the 
slaughter house in a year’s time. 

Old cows, oftentimes blemished by 
loss of a quarter and other undesir- 
able dairy stock of inferior breeding 
should now be disposed of since but- 
terfat prices are low. Feed prices 
have not dropped materially so that 
such low producing cows are not 
making large profits for their owners. 
When record information is obtained 
by more dairymen, more such cows 
will be eliminated all the time. 

Sixteen thousand five hundred sixty 
three cows reported show an average 
of 25.69 pounds fat yield per animal. 
The Detroit Creamery herd at Mt. 
Clemens with 413 cows of which 113 
were dry averaged 32.96 pounds fat 
for the month. 

The high herd for the month was 
owned by the Detroit Creamery Farm 
No. 2, Mt. Clemens. This herd con- 
sisting of 18 pure bred Holsteins 
averaged 71.60 pounds butterfat.

A. J. Williams Herd Finishes Year 

A report has been received from 
the herd of A. J. Williams, West Win- 
field, N. Y., a member of the Wharton 
Valley Dairy Herd Improvement Asso- 
ciation for the year recently closed. 
The herd consists of 13 cows in milk 
averaging on the cow-year basis, 16,- 
479 lbs. milk and 542.2 lbs. fat. The 
highest cow for fat was Lady Jane La- 
doga Belle with 614.4 lbs. fat and 16,- 
940 lbs. milk. The highest cow for 
milk was Spring Gorge Korndyke 
Lady with 18,276.3 lbs. milk and 586.5 
lbs. fat. These amounts were made 
on twice-a-day milking. Nearly all of 
the cows have A. R. O. records up to 
over 28 lbs. butter and 665 lbs. milk 
in 7 days. This herd is headed by 
Triune Rose Wayne, a double grand- 
son of K. P. O. P. from the 1,300-lb. 
bull Triune Ormsby Piebe the only 
bull to sire two All-American repeat- 
ers including the only four times All- 
American female, also sire of the 19- 
months-old world’s record heifer with 
947.81 lbs. butter and 21,152.7 lbs. 
milk. His dam, Rose De Kol Wayne 
Butter Boy: 2nd, is a 1,074.8-lb. three- 
year-old daughter of K. P. O. P. and 
Rose De Kol Wayne Butter Boy 
(1,213.81) until recently the world’s 
champion for first five lactations and 
only 1,200-Ib. cow with two 1,200-lb. or 
four 1,000-lb. daughters. A very choice 
crop of calves was sired by him last 
year and the cows are again bred to 
him.

Rock River Farms, Byron, IIl., re- 
port a herd average for 90 cows of 
422.1 lbs. fat from 12,231 lbs. milk for 
the year ending February 28, 1930. 
With milk figured at $1.90 per cwt. 
the average return above feed cost 
was $116.65 or a return of $2.00 for 
each dollar invested in feed. This 
registered Holstein herd produced 
butterfat at an average cost of 27 
cents per pound and milk at 95 cents 
per cwt. The average age of the 
herd is four years and eight months. 
During eight months of the year, eigh- 
teen of these cows were milked three 
times daily and the balance twice, and 
during the remaining four months 
about thirty were milked three times 
and a very few four times a day. 
Almost every animal in the herd was 
bred at Rock River Farms. 





James Stark, Pawling, N. Y., reports 
that the Starkdale herd led all the 
Dairy Herd Improvement Associations 
of the state for both milk and fat in 
November and led the state for milk 
in December. The January average for 
the herd was 1,955.7 lbs. milk con- 
taining 66.11 lbs. fat, according to 
Mr. Stark, who writes that for Feb- 
ruary his herd of 20 registered Hol- 
steins averaged fifteen forty-quart 
cans of milk a day. The entire Stark- 
dale herd is entered in the Herd Im- 
provement Registry as well as in the 
local Cow Testing Association and 
that a number of them are also on 
semi-official test and making good rec- 
ords in Class B. 





Ward County Cow Testing Associa- 


tion results were reported recently, 
showing that a Holstein herd owned 
by James Vance of Norma was the 
high herd for the year with an aver- 
age butterfat production of 343.8 
pounds. Since then it seems some- 
thing has broken loose. We have 
some good reports from all along the 
line. First the news reaches us that 
a Holstein herd owned by the veteran 
breeder, Larry O’Connor of Grand 
Forks, sets the high mark for the 
North Dakota members in the 
Creator Grand Forks C. T. Ass’n with 
an average of 373 pounds of butterfat. 
Only two cows in Mr. O’Connor’s herd 
were over three years old and all the 
others were daughters of Tidy Aaggie 
Ormsby. Their average percentage of 
butterfat was 3.8. 

Over in Stutsman County near Eld- 
ridge, H. R. Little’s pure bred Hol- 
stein herd finished as top herd of the 
C. T. Ass’n with an average of 360 
pounds of fat, and his income over 
feed cost was $90.59 per cow. But 
Mr. Little isn’t satisfied with this. He 
says most of his cows started on the 
tail end of their lactation last year 
but that they are hitting from 60 to 
71.5 pounds per day now. Mr. Little 
also includes his herd in the Holstein 
Ass’n Herd Test. 





But the end is not yet. Up there in 
the Northeastern N. D. Cow Testing 
Association, including herds from 
Pembina and Walsh Counties, A. B. 
Thompson, of Grafton, had a herd of 
pure bred Holsteins that finished as 
high herd of the Association with an 
average of 12,259 pounds of milk and 
467 pounds of fat per cow. Twelve of 
the herds in this Association averaged 
over 350 pounds of fat per cow. Albert 
Midgarden, of Grafton, whose pure 
bred Holstein herd averaged 453.9 
pounds of fat had the high cow with a 
production of 621.9 pounds of butter- 
fat for the year. The average of the 
entire Association was 348 pounds of 
fat per cow for the year with 287 cows 
tested. 

Don’t reports of this kind give you 
Holstein fellows just a little more 
pride in your breed of cattle and 
prove to the world that Holsteins in 
North Dakota are O. K.? It takes the 
cow testing associations to develop 
them and bring out the good ones. 
Let’s all join a C. T. Ass’n.

Mr. Jones purchased her in the Erickson Dis- 
persal in 1924 and a little later made a 37-lb. seven-day 
record on her at five years old. Her 1,136-lb. record was 
made at nine years old. She is a full sister to a 1,210-lb. 
cow, a 978-lb. cow, and to two of the best sons of Sir P. 
O. M. 37th—Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes Della, with a 
1,000-lb. fat daughter and others up to over 1,000 Ibs. 
butter, and Prince Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes with three 
daughters averaging over 1,600 lbs. butter.

with the same months of a year 
previous were increases, some of 
them fairly heavy. The January 
estimate shows increases in some 
states, and decreases in others. In- 
creases were probably due to tem- 
porarily unsatisfactory outlets for 
sweet cream, and possibly to the fact 
that some condensery milk is still 


finding its way into butter. Where de- 
creases occurred, one reason may be 
that low prices have discouraged pro- 
duction, particularly by those farmers 
who follow dairying as a side line and 
not as a major project. This group is 
the one which might be expected to 
drop out of the picture first. Less in- 
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tensive feeding might be expected in 
all areas, which would be another 
factor making for decreases in the 
output of dairies. 

Low butter prices are helping to re- 
establish the balance between supply 
and demand, through having stimu- 
lated the movement of butter into 
consuming channels. Fully three mil- 
lion pounds more was consumed dur- 
ing January this year than last, all 
of which helps relieve the present 
pressure in the markets. Taking ad- 
vantage of the fact that butter prices 
are the lowest they have been for a 
number of years, carefully organized 
campaigns are being conducted at the 
present time in many states, urging 
the freer use of butter. These may 
also prove an effective support to the

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markets. It still remains a fact, of 
course, that storage stocks of butter 
are the highest on record at this 
season of the year. The 60 million 
pounds in storage on February 1 was 
an amount almost twice as great as 
the average holdings, on that date, 
and while the February movement has 
been active, the report for March ] 
will again reveal record stocks. 

The. picture of the butter situation 
is not to be taken entirely as a pic- 
ture of the general dairy situation, 
for other products apparently occupy 
a slightly more favorable _ position. 
Cheese markets are not particularly 


active, but despite this the tone is 
steady. Production is running fairly 
heavy compared with last year, but 


trade output has been good enough so 
that storage stocks, while heavy, are 
not so burdensome as butter stocks. 
Prices have continued to run about 
two cents below those of a year ago. 
In evaporated milk markets reports 
are current that selling prices have 
been advanced recently in some sec- 
tions, without any apparent curtail- 
ment of sales. In several fluid milk 
markets, however, price reductions be- 
came effective this month, both in 
prices to producers and to consumers. 
On the whole, the general dairy 
market situation seems to show some 
improvement over a month ago.—uU. 
S. Bureau of Agricultural Economics. 





AYRSHIRES ADOPT CANCELLA- 
TION 

The Ayrshires Breeders’ Associa- 
tion has recently revised the Herd 
Test Rules to provide the cancella- 
tion feature, the same as we have in 
our Herd Test. This is one of the 
strong features of our Herd Test plan, 
as shown by the fact that 1,034 cer- 
tificates of low producers were can- 
celled during the first two years. 
Some have objected to this. plan, 
which allows the owner to withdraw 
from the herd report and the herd 
average the production of any cow 
whose certificate is cancelled, claim- 
ing that it is not correct from the 
genetic standpoint, but as a practical 
measure of removing low producers 
from the breed it seems to be work- 
ing very satisfactorily.

NEW ENGLAND MEETINGS SCHEDULED 

The Maine Holstein-Friesian Association will convene 
at Orono on March 27, during Farmers’ Week, at which 
time the problems of the breeders of that state will be 
discussed. Maine breeders are very much concerned over 
the surplus milk situation in their state, which together 
with the undesirable system of milk scoring in the city of 
Portland is causing considerable trouble for Holstein own- 
ers there. Legalized standardization and a lower solids 
requirement would help the situation and the New 
England Association is working on this problem, having 
held conferences with most of the larger distributors and 
health officials of the city. 

The Rhode Island Holstein-Friesian Association is plan- 
ning a luncheon and round table discussion to be held at 
Narragansett Hotel, Providence on April 3. 


NORTHFIELD CLUB HOLDS 28th ANNUAL MEETING 

The 28th annual meeting of the Northfield (Minnesota) 
Holstein Club was held at the Community Club rooms at 
Northfield, on Tuesday, March 4. The attendance at the 
Holstein banquet and meeting was seventy-five. the meet- 
ing this year being one of the best and most enthusiastic 
of any ever held. H. G. Miller, President of the Club, 
presided, and following a dinner the entertainment and 
speaking program was held. St. Olaf College cooperated 
in furnishing music and several very interesting “reading” 
numbers, and following this the business meeting was 
held. Following the secretary-treasurer’s report, which 
showed a balance in the treasury of $635.00, County Sales 
Manager, Nels Parsons, gave a report of the sales work of 
the Association during the past year. He reported that 
800 head of Holsteins were handled through the sales 
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service given by the Club, approximately 100 of these 
being Calf Club calves. He also reported that the dis- 
tribution of the cattle was to all sections of the United 
States: six carloads going to New York; five to Iowa, five 
in Minnesota; two to South Dakota; two to California; 
one to Oklahoma; and the remainder being distributed 
by truck. : 


The Association was very active during the past year 
in the promotion of Boys’ and Girl’s Holstein Calf Club 
Work, giving specials at the County Fair for this project, 
and for the coming year they expect to give specials at 
the Northfield County Fair, Faribault County Fair, and 
the Dakota County Fair at Farmington. 


It was also reported that four breeders in the North- 
field Community are carrying on semi-official testing with 
the possibility that a number of additional breeders will 
start during the next year. Some of the highest priced 
cattle sold in the State of Minnesota came from this com- 
munity, the top cow selling at $3,500. Three other females 
sold at an average of $1,000, and one bull was sold which 
brought $2,500. 


Appearing on the speaking program was Dan Wallace 
of “The Farmer”, St. Paul; Professor W. E. Petersen of 
the University Farm, and Robert Geiger, Secretary of the 
State Holstein Association. Mr. Wallace commended the 
Northfield Community for its leadership in cooperative 
efforts as well as its development of high producing cattle. 
He was very optimistic for the future of agriculture in 
the Northwest and cited the wonderful progress that has 
been made in crop production, and dairying, as well as 
the marked increase in the total farm income. He 
stressed the necessity of good farm organizations as well 
as a proper tariff protection for all agricultural products. 
Professor Petersen explained some of the research work 
along dairying lines that is being carried on at the Uni- 
versity Farm, particularly emphasizing the experiments 
on mineral deficits in feed, calcium deficits in various 
rations, experiments on miik secretion, and the de- 
velopment of remedies on milk fever. The experiments 
were especially interesting to all breeders and gave 
them a new insight as to the nature of the work 
that our. agricultural colleges are _ doing. Robert 
Geiger briefly summarized the work of the State 
Association and urged the breeders to do more semi- 
official testing and Herd Classification Work. Following 
the speaking program Marbret Sorem of Northfield gave 
a humorous talk on the advantage of “Oleo’’, President 
Miller then read a communication from W. F. Schilling, 
member of the Federal Farm Board, who has always been 
one of the leaders in the activities of the Northfield Com- 
munity Holstein Club. Mr. Schilling sent his greetings 
and best wishes to the club, its members and _ their 
families, urging them to keep up their good work in breed- 
ing better Holsteins and saving only the choicest of fe- 
males for foundation stock, so that the Northfield Com- 
munity may continue to be known as the home of more 
and better Holsteins than any other section of the state. 
He also warned against permitting too many outside 
breeders to come in and buy the best ones to be taken 
to other sections. He closed with the assurance that the 
Federal Farm Board is progressing slowly but surely and 
that it is on the right track.

He advises the dairymen to raise 
a better quality of home-grown feeds, and buy less of the 
protein feeds. He also advises that now is the time to 
cull the herds so as to reduce the surplus of milk. 

Professor Savage gave some very interesting figures 
about the cows that he has on the protein experiment at 
Ithaca. So far, the experiment shows that cows are doing 
as well on 16% protein feeds as on 20% or 24% feeds.

Concerning Maaikenshof

Four were born in 1923, 10 in 1924, 
4 in 1925, 8 in 1926, 11 in 1927, 15 in 
1928, 14 in 1929. Thus the animals 
are of good age. There are now over 
70 pure bred females and 45 grades. 
In several instances, as I went down 
through the barns, I would point to a 
cow and ask how she was bred, only 
to be told that she was a grade. I 
mention this merely as an indication 
of what a superior lot of grades are 
in the Maaikenshof herd.

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BULLETIN ON LIVESTOCK T B RE- 
PORTS 10-YEAR CAMPAIGN 


A new edition of Farmers’ Bulletin 
1069-F, “Tuberculosis in Livestock,” 
has been published by the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture. The bulletin 
was issued first in 1919, and gave a 
summary of the tuberculosis situation 
at that time. During the past 10 
year’s much progress has been made 
in eradication of this disease and this 


work is summarized in the revised 
bulletin. 
The bulletin discusses the preva- 


lence of tuberculosis, symptoms, meth- 
ods of detection, and methods of erad- 
ication. The test used by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture in its cooperative 
eradication work with the States is 
explained. 

In some cases herds have become 
reinfected after being freed of the dis- 
ease. The bulletin points out a num- 
ber of ways in which the disease may 
be carelessly introduced into a healthy 
herd: By the addition of an infected 
animal; by feeding calves with milk 
or other dairy products from _ tuber- 
culous cows; by showing cattle at 
fairs and exhibitions; by shipment of 
animals in cars which have recently 
carried diseased cattle and which have 
not been disinfected properly; and by 
pasturing cattle on community pas- 
tures. 

Copies of the bulletin may be 
tained free from the Office of Infor- 
mation, Department of Agriculture, 
Washington, D. C:., as long as there 
is a supply available for free distribu- 
tion.

Champion Beauty Dora Pabst, who 
was pictured in a recent issue of the 
World with the announcement that 
she had just made a senior three- 
year-old record of 971.6 lbs. butter 
from 19,311.5 lbs. milk, is now reported 
by her owners, Otto Wagner & Sons, 
Bondeul, Wis., as coming back with 
a senior four-year-old record of 36.44 
lbs. butter from 685 lbs. milk. The 
Wagners are keeping her on year 
test and are hoping that she will ex- 
ceed the record of 1,216 lbs. butter, 
recently reported for her dam, Lady 
Pauline Wa Wa Mercedes 2d, also 
bred and developed in their herd. 

The Wagner herd has recently fin- 
ished its first year in Herd Improve- 
ment Registry, with an average for 
11.3 cows of 644.1 Ibs. fat from 17,- 
372 lbs. milk, average test 3.7%. This 
is the largest average to date for fat 
on any herd since the new Herd Test 
was established. Nine of the animals 
included in this average are daugh- 
ters of the herd sire, Pabst Creator 
Dora Champion, a son of Creator from 
an 877-lb. four-year-old daughter of 
the 1,315-lb. cow, Champion Dora 
Korndyke. Eight members of the herd 
were tested in heifer form, four as 
two-year-olds and three as three-year- 
olds. 

The Wagners are very enthusiastic 
over the Herd Test, especially when 
operated in connection with S. R. S. 
O. work. They have one of the best 
small herds in Wisconsin, from which 
further reports will be awaited with 
interest. 





The Waukesha County Dairy Show 
will be held at Waukesha, Wis., March 
18 to 21 inclusive this year, this being 
the eighth annual event of this series.

The organization meeting was 
held at Syracuse, N. Y., February 21st 
and the following were invited to par- 
ticipate in the first meeting:

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996 BULLS IN DAIRY CONTEST— 
THEY ARE ENTRIES OF 48 IOWA 
COW TESTING ASSOCIATIONS 
Forty-eight cow testing associations 

have entered the first better sire con- 

test for Iowa recently announced by 
the Extension Service of Iowa State 

College, according to Earl Shultz, ex- 
tension specialist in charge of the 
contest. 

These associations have entered 510 
Holstein bulls, 200 Guernseys, 96 Jer- 
geys, 34 Brown Swiss, 4 Ayrshires and 
152 grades and bulls of other breeds, 
making a total of 996 bulls ‘in the 
contest. 


The purpose of the contest is to in- 
crease interest in keeping good bulls 
in the community until they are 
“proved.” The associations having 
the best group of bulls regardless of 
breed and the best group of each 
breed will be awarded prizes. Judg- 
ing will be on the basis of type and 
pedigree of each bull, the records of 
his daughters as compared to their 
dams and the suitability of the bull 
for the herd he is in. 


The contest will be of value in lo- 
eating good proved sires, says Mr. 
Shultz. A bull is said to be proved 
after the records of five of his daugh- 
ters have been compared to the rec- 
ords of their dams. Iowa needs more 
proved sires for the betterment of her 
dairy industry, Mr. Shultz points out. 
Only 48 sires were proved in the two 
years preceding November 1, 1922. 
Since that date 13 bulls have been 
proved. 





AN IDAHO PROVEN SIRE 

With 10 daughters averaging 6575 
pounds of butterfat annually as com- 
pared with 468 for their dams, Lava 
Rock Sarcastic Alcartra, a Holstein 
bull, bred by E. G. Ehlers of Twin 
Falls, Idaho, and proved on the herd 
of L. J. Tenckinck of the same dairy 
herd improvement association (the 
Pioneer) became the outstanding bull 
proved in Idaho last year. The in- 
crease of daughters over dams is 23 
per cent, a truly remarkable increase 
when the high average of the dams 
is considered. Only two other bulls, 
the dams of whose daughters aver- 
aged over 400 pounds, increased pro- 
duction at all last year. 

Lava Rock Sarcastic Alfalfa is the 
eighty-third bull and the forty-third 
Holstein bull proved in Idaho. The 
Pioneer Association leads in this 
work, ranking third among associa- 
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tions in the United States for number 
of sires proved, yet of the 17 proved 
in Twin Falls County during the last 
six years, only 10 increased produc- 
tion. One held his own and six de- 
creased it. Eight were proved last 
year, and of these three increased 
production, one barely held his own 
and four decreased it five to 20 per 
cent.—The Oregon Farmer. 





Donald L. Saunders, Ass’t County 
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Agent in dairying, Everett, Washing- 
ton, reports that in 1924 Snohomish 
County had 440 unregistered sires, 
representing 56.8%. Since then a sire 
campaign has been carried on, the 
Dairy Herd Improvement Associations 
and the Extension Service as well as 
the individual breeders having worked 
to better the condition. On December 
31, last, a survey showed 219 grade 
or scrub sires, representing 28.3% of 
all dairy sires in the county.

OREGON HOLSTEIN ANNUAL 
MEETING 


The Oregon Holstein-Friesian Breed- 
ers’ Association met at Gresham for 
their annual meeting on February 14. 
The main topic of discussion was 
whether or not the Oregon Holstein 
breeders were in favor of an abortion- 
free dairy show for the Oregon State 
Fair this year. The Oregon breeders 
have been making rapid strides in 
cleaning up abortion. Following con- 
siderable discussion, it was unani- 
mously voted that the directors of the 
Oregon State Fair should be encour- 
aged to have an abortion free fair in 
1930. Similar action was also taken 
by the Oregon Guernsey breeders and 
without a doubt the Jersey breeders 
will also insist upon it. It seems at 
this time then that Oregon will un- 
doubtedly have an abortion-free state 
fair, thereby hanging up a record for 
state fairs. Several of the county 
fairs required the abortion test in 
1929. The following eleven fairs in 
Oregon are now announcing the dis- 
ease-free requirement so far for 1930: 
Polk, Lane, Klamath, Deschutes. Jose- 
phine, Coos and Curry, Hood River, 
Washington, Jackson and Linn Coun- 
ty fairs and the Hermiston district 


fair. The requirement will be that 
only animals from accredited abor- 
tion-free herds will be allowed to be 
shown. 

Dr. C. Ulysses Moore, child special- 
ist of Portland, Oregon, gave an il- 
lustrated talk on “The Responsibil- 
ity of the Holstein. Breeder to Human 
Welfare.” Dr. Moore stressed the 
value of Holstein milk for infant feed- 
ing, especially emphasizing the value 
of the milk of our breed for its high 
food value and ease of digestibility 
due to its low curd tension. He gave 
the breeders a technical discussion 
of the protess of assimilation of milk 
in a very practical manner. It is 
hoped that a resume of his talk will 
be ready for these columns soon. 


The Holstein Herd Test was pre- 
sented by H. N. Coleman, official 
supervisor of Oregon. Mr. Coleman 
stated that more than twice as many 
cows were now on test in the Hol- 
stein Herd Test as were on the Asso- 
ciation’s Semi-Official test, revealing 
that our breeders are rapidy accept- 
ing this form of testing. 

N. C. Jamison, state dairy extension 
specialist for Oregon, stressed the 
importance of Holstein breeders se- 
lecting proven sires to head their 





herds. He especially urged the keep- 
ing in service the better bulls of the 
breed for their natural life. He urged 
the breeders to become members of 
the dairy herd improvement associa- 
tion or test their herds on one of the 
National Association’s official testing 
plans, since some form of testing is 
the basis of the entire herd improve- 
ment program. 

Mr. R. C. Kuehner, assistant state 
club leader, spoke on the value of 
4-H calf club work and urged the 
support of the breeders in furthering 
this very important work. 

Our genial friend, Mr. O. M. Plum- 
mer, manager of the Pacific Interna- 
tional Live Stock Exposition, attend- 
ed the entire day, accompanied by 
“Mother” Plummer. Mr. Plummer 
stated in most definite terms that the 
Pacific International Live Stock Ex- 
position would take a most positive 
stand against “fixing” or “plugging” 
animals to be exhibited, beginning 
with this fall’s show. 

George N. Angel, Editor of the Ore- 
gon Farmer, complimented the Hol- 
stein breeders for the harmony and 
unity demonstrated in their under- 
takings. “George” has been a real 
friend to the dairy industry in Ore- 
gon and seldom misses a meeting 
wherein any of the industries allied 
to dairying are to be discussed. Mr. 
Frank Durbin, president of the State 
Association, commended and _e ex- 
pressed the association’s gratitude for 
his keen and kindly interest. 

The following officers were elected: 
President. Frank Durbin, Sr., Salem: 
Vice President, Jacob Luscher, Fair- 
view; Secretary-Treasurer, Paul C. 
Adams, Portland; Directors: Albert 
J. Evers of Hillsboro, . Lawrence 
Thomas of Mt. Angel, C. J. Berning of 
Mt. Angel, S. B. Hall, Troutdale. The 
following delegates were nominated: 
Frank Durbin, Sr., Lawrence Thomas, 
S. B. Hall, Jacob Luscher. 


H. A. Mathiesen, Northwest Repre- 
Sentative for the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America, reviewed the 
progress of the breed in the Pacific 
Northwest and especially urged the 
breeders to consider taking up the 
Holstein Herd Test and Herd Inspec- 
tion and Classification. 

Paul C. Adams, secretary-treasurer. 
was unable to attend due to a very 
serious attack of the mumps. 


Following the meeting, many ac-- 


cepted the kind invitation of our good 
friend Luscher to stop at his farm 
on their return to Portland, where a 
warm welcome was given to all by 
both Mr. and Mrs. Luscher. 
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NEVIUS BROTHERS SALE AVER- 
AGES $212 


The dispersal of the pure bred 
herd of Nevius Brothers, Burnt Mills, 
New Jersey, on February 26, proved 
to be one of the best sales thus far 
this year, despite the handicap of 
yery unfavorable weather on _ sale 
day. Seventy-five head were dis- 
persed to a good crowd of buyers for 
an average of $212, or a sale total of 
$15,900. The offerings included three 
females with 7-day records (including 
one old cow and one_ blemished) 
which averaged $180 ranging from 
$110 to $285; eighteen females in milk 
without A. R. records but from A. 
R. dams, which averaged $296 with a 
price range of $155 up to $495; twenty- 
five females in milk without A. R. 
records and from dams without rec- 
ords, which averaged $269 and rang- 
ing from $130 up to $425. Twenty- 
six heifers not yet in milk included 
five from 7-day record dams, these 
averaging $116 and twenty-one from 
dams without A. R. records which av- 
eraged $107. Three bulls from C. T.. 
A. record dams averaged $151.66. Cow 
testing association records on a large 
proportion of the herd were given as 
evidence of their producing ability, 
and it is interesting to note that 
twenty-seven with such records av- 
eraged just $300, and the heifers not 
yet in milk from dams with C. T. A. 
records averaged $114. Johanna De 
Kol Posch Sabina. a fresh five-year- 
old with heifer calf by side, topped 
the sale at $495. She was a daughter 
of Kingmaster De Kol Posch and 
twenty-three sound milking daughters 
of this former herd sire averaged 
$301. Seven milking two-year-old 
daughters of Prince Riverside Ormsby 
De Kol averaged $277 and the entire 
lot of forty-seven milking females, in- 
cluding a half dozen blemished ones, 
averaged $272, with several selling up 
to $400 and over. The demand was 
for milking animals and the young 
stuff sold at a considerable sacrifice, 
considering their breeding and the 
producing ability of their dams. The 
selling was done by Herbert Van Pelt 
with M. H. Keeney in the box. 


While this good herd is broken up 
and the farm has been sold for a polo 
field, we are pleased to note that J. 
M. Nevius expects to buy another 
farm and continue in the Holstein bus- 
iness. 





Femco Farms, Breckenridge, Minn., 
report that Miss Piebe Fayne Anna 
has just finished a junior three-year- 
old record of 983.1 lbs. butter from 
22,962 lbs. milk in a year. She fresh- 
ened on February 12, 1929 and is due 
again by Governor Fobes Ormsby 
Aaggie about April 15, so will prob- 
ably just miss qualifying for the 305- 
day division.

The value of increased testing was 
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stressed by all fieldmen at all meet- 
ings and plans were made with both 
county and state organizations to take 
an active part in increasing the con- 
sumption of dairy products. The West- 
ern Live Stock Show at Denver 
brought out 54 head of good quality 
Holsteins and the Ogden Utah Live 
Stock Show, 168 head. 


There has been no marked decrease 
in the demand for good bulls and heif- 
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ers during the winter months and 
state association officers feel confi- 
dent that sales will be active during 
this year. All state associations are 
increasing their calf club activities 
and former calf club boys were found 
active in their state association pro- 
grams.
